The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in
senate and assembly, do enact as follows:

SecTION 2. 470.025 (12) of the statutescreated to
read:

470.025(12) A person engaged within this state in
the practice of a profession, other than professional geol
ogy, hydrology or soil science, including archaeology
aquaticbiology, bacteriologyfish managementorestry
horticulture, limnology, mycology plant pathology
streamecology wetland science, or wildlife manage
ment,where the practice ahe profession by the person
involves knowledge within the range of professional
geology,hydrology or soil science, ithe person meets
all of the following conditions:

(@) The practice of the profession by therson
involves only the incidental practice of professional
geology,hydrology or soil science. For purposes of this
paragrapha practice oprofessional geologyydrology
or soil science is incidental to the practice of another pro
fessionif professional geologyhydrology or soil science

sion,or if a person engages in a practice of professional
geology, hydrology or soil science while primarily
engagedn the practice of the other profession.

(b) The person does not designate himself or herself
asa professional geologist, hydrologist, or soil scientist
or use any other titldetters, or designation which repre
sents or may tend to represent that the person is a{profes
sionalgeologist, hydrologist, or soil scientist.
